FRENCH CAPTURE 
AMMUNITION TRAIN 
41-4 MILES LONG 


Says

LONDON, Sept. 12.—The Daily Tele- 
graph correspondent at Nanteuil, De- 
partment of Oise, in a dispatch dated 
Thursday, dealing with the turn of the 
tide in favor of the allies, gives the fol- 
lowing impression, derived in conversa- 
tion with many wounded French officers 
from the fighting line.. From this he 
learns that the German army, meeting 
forthe first time troops almost equal 
in number, has been rolled up and sore- 
ly troubled, and the nmght of the army, 
composed of some ef the finest German 
forces, has retired so far that the cen- 
ter must give way or risk the line of 
communication. 

Gen. Pau scored a tremendous advan- 
tage by capturing an enormous ammu- 
nition column seven kilometers (4% 
miles) long. This he destroyed, leav- 
ing the Germans very snort of ammu- 
nition. The correspondent adds: 

“The effect of the long, barren 
marches must have an enormous influ- 
ence On the conscript of the army. The 
huge losses in killed and wounded, the 
paralyzing spectacle of pyramidal fu- 
neral pyres on the battlefields each night 
and the procession of long trains of 
grievously wounded, must give the edu- 
cated Germans in the ranks food for 
thought. 


“It was all very well while the Ger- 
mans were marching forward, but the 
retrograde movement is trying on the 
nerves. On the other hand, the French 
army, stiffened by great enforcements 
of men, have offered a resolute and 
magnificent front to the enemy, for the 
French are twice as dangerous in at- 
tack as in defense."’ 

The correspondent thus describes the 
capture of the German ammunition col- 
umn While the Germans were feeling 
their way toward Parie: 

“The seven-kilometer column was 
winding its way along through Crepy- 
Fn-Valous when Gen. Pau sent cavalry 
and aftillery to intercept it.

‘‘On our left wing the Germans have begun a general retreati- 
ing movement between the Oise and the Marne. 

“Yesterday their front was between Soissons, 
Fismes, and the Mountain of Reims. 

“Their cavalry seems to be exhausted. The Anglo-French 
forces, which pursued them, encountered, on Sept. 11, only feeble 
resistance. 

‘At the center, the Germans have evacuated Vitry-le-Francois, 
where they had fortified themselves.’ 

‘‘Also they have evacuated the valley of the Soulx River. 
Attacked at Sermaize and at Revigny, they abandoned a large 
quantity of war material.

The public is warned by officials that the present situation 
merely is the first phase of a great battle and that the battle 
itself is only the first stage of a titanic struggle between the na- 
tions which will continue so long as the main armies remain intact 
as they are at present.

30 Men Only Survivors of Two Regi- 
ments. 

A detailed plan of the proposed march 
of Austro-German armies through Rus- 
sia to Perm, on the extreme border of 
European Russia, and about 700 miles 
east of Petrograd, has been found on 
the body of a commander of Austrian 
cavalry, who was killed at Grodek in 
Galicia. 

In this fight three Cossack regiments 
completely cverwhelmed nine Hungarian 
regiments of cavalry.

Harvard Professor Warns Americans That Far- 


Reaching, Deliberate Designs of 


“Only 


Invincible Nation” Involve Them. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 12.—Prof. Hugo 
Munsterberg, Harvard exchange profes- 
sor at the University of SBerlin, has 
written a book on ‘“‘The War and Amer- 
ica,” which soon will come from the 
presses of D. Appleton & Co. It is an 
appeal ‘“‘to all lovers of fair play.’’ One 
of its most interesting sections deals 
with the Russian invasion of Germany. 
In it he says: ,; 

“The Russian army of 8,000,000 men 
has begun to flood into Germany. The 
Americans feel rather indifferent about 
Russia. It is true, in the Russo- 
Japanese war 10 years ago public opin- 
ion was quick to take Japan’s side, but 
by no means with the bitterness against 
Russia which has now 0broken out 
against Germany. 

“The Americans do riot think about 
Russia. They shiver at the thought of 
Siberia and philosophize about Tolstoy, 
but the Russian policy appears to the 
average American as an internal affair 
which is no concern of the world at 
large. 

Russia Mightier Than Britain. 

‘He has not the slightest idea that 
Russia's policy is the strongest on this 
globe, the most persistent, the most 
pregnant with consequences for Europe, 
Asia and ultimately America. England is 


mighty, but Russia is mightier. All oth- 
er nations are in a hurry; Russia has 
time; all other nations economize 
with men; Russia can waste and 
will grow. All other nations have 
wavered in their enterprises: Rus- 
sia remains unswervingly loyal to it4 


aim of world control. Russia has seen 
reverses which would have crushed any 
weaker nation; defeats in Turkey, de- 
feats in East Asia, she hardly felt them. 
The clumsy bear withdrew his heavy 
paw from the East for a while, to put it 
forth with tremendous power at another 
spot. Russia is the one nation on earth 
which is invincibl>. 

“Russia has always been a master of 
diplomacy. From the Russian stand- 
point, the European problem is very sim- 
ple. The great Napoleon recognized it. 
Only he underestimated the time it 
might take for Russia to force the Cos- 
sacks on al! Europe. 

‘Russia makes no subtle discrimina- 
tions: there is no German or French 
or English civilization, there is only a 
West European Power againsf the 
East-European Russian world. The 
great struggle to which it is pressing 
on must decide whether the East or 
the West will be the ruler. 


Three “Heathen” Peoples. 
“Russia does not care in the least 
whether Germany or France or England 
predominates. The empire of the Czar 
knows only the Mongolian heathen in 
the East, the Mohammedan heathen in 
the South, the Western European hea- 
then in the West. But Russia has time. 
To defeat Western Europe it must di- 
vide it. Its cunning statesmen believe 


France willing to sacrifice everything 
if it eould have revenge for 1870 and 
saw England anxiously seeking for 


means to give a blow to the most dis- 
turbing rival in the world-market. if 
Russia allied itself with its cultural 
antipodes, Great Britain and France, it 
must hope to break down the first 
strong empire on its immediate bor- 
der.

The Slavic world 
is full of deep, melancholy beauty, of 
devoted leyalty, of religious democracy, 
of sincere idealism. The harshness of 
its autocratic regime and the wideasprea | 
corruption ef its upper Glasses are wur- 
important, compared with the sterling 
virtues of the Russian people.

‘The German soul is full of sunshine;

“The German democracy is one which 
aims to raise even the lowest to the 
level of the highest. 

“The Russian democracy also aims ‘*% 
bring high and low to the same level, 
but by lowering the high and bringing 
them to the elementary state of simple 
humanity. The result is a pathetic mix- 
ture of ignorance and superstition. 


Knows Russians Well. 


‘“T say this as cne who has always en- 
joyed the company of Russians. I have 
had Russian anarchists and Russian 
Princes under my roof; I bave been in- 
timate with noted Russian scholars, and 
when I was a student in Geneva I spent 
many a night in radical Russian circles 
with * * * the dreams of a _  Obetter 
Russia. But all were dreams. The Rus- 
sian life is one of cultural inefficiency. 

‘‘This inner deadness, this lack of pro- 
ductive energy, is in no Way contradic- 
tory to the tremendous world power of 
the Russian nation. A superstition binds 
the people into a solid mass just ase 
firmly as liberal ideals bind free nations 
like Germany or America. 

“The Russians have that force of blind 
brutality which easily makes the un- 
thinking fanatic ‘superior to the sensi- 
tive. 

“No Teuton to whom life means more 
than the comfort of his senses, and to 
whom Western civilization is more than 
1tere entertainment of his intellect. can 
coolly deliberate whether the German or 
the Russian civilization is the better.

‘He must_feel with all the instincts of 
his mind that one is progress and the 
other regress, that one is cultural bless- 
ing and the other cultural depravity, 
that the one is life and the other eternal 
death.

“The British flag was hoisted without 
opposition. 

“A landing party under Comman- 
der J. A. Beresford of the Australian 
navy established themselves on shore 
at dawn without the knowledge of 
the enemy, but stout resistance was 
offered while the force was destroy- 
ing the wireless telegraph apparatus, 
and the landing party had to force 
its way four miles through the bush 
—the road in several, parts being 
mined. 

“The German officer in command 
of parties in a trench 500 yards from 
the station surrendered uncondition- 
ally. 

“Guns have been landed and steps 
have been taken to capture the sta- 
tion. 

“The casualties are: Killed, Lieut. 
Commander Charles B. Elwell, and 
two seamen of the Australian Naval 
Reserve; wounded, 10 seamen, 

“The German casualties are not 
known, but two German officers, five 
noncommissioned officers ang 13 na- 
tive policemen were taken prisoners.” 

(The Bismarck Archipelago, with 
an area of 18,000 square miles and a 
population of 200,000, is off the north 
coast of Australia and southeast of 
the Philippine Islands. The group was 
assigned to the German sphere of 
influence by an agreement with Great 
Britain in 1885. German New Guinea 
is included in the jurisdiction.) 

(The Solomon Islands have a popu- 
lation of 180,000, but the people are 
less progressive than those of the 
Bismarck Archipelago. Population of 
both groups are Papuans.)

BRITISH PURSUIT 
UF GERMANS OVER 
MARNE DESCRIBED 


Correspondent Says . Soldiers 
Slept in Dust, Followed Re- 
treat With Tenacity. 


Sept .12.—Reuter’s Lagny 
in a dispatch 


LONDON, 
(France) correspondent, 
sent Thursday, says: 

“A trip along the valiey” of 
Marne today brought gratifying 
dence of the reality of the German re- 
treat. 

“On Sunday the British and Germans 
Were at grips east of this place. Since 
then the Teuton has been driven stead- 
ily back beyond the Trilport and Cre- 
cyv-en-Brie line. The hardest fighting 
occurred beyond Meaux, where the 
Teuton now in this strategic move- 
ment of Gen. von Kluck’s army rear- 
ward along the Marne Valley the Brit- 
ish army has played a leading role. 

“Gen. French’s army advanced 
meet the Gerinan Emperor's 
what must have been forced marches 
from their temporary base to the soutli- 
east of Paris. The whole British army: 
except cavalry, passed through Lag- 
ny, and the incoming troops were so 
wearied that many of them at the first 
opportunity lay down in the dust and 
slept there. But a few hours’ rest 
worked a great change, and a few days 
later the British troops. were following 
the slow German retreat up the valley 
with bulldog tenacity. 

“The British artillery did notable work 
in those days, according to the French 
military surgeons who were stationed 
at Lagny: At points near here the 
bodies of slain Germans who fell before 
the British gunners stil!) litter ‘the 
ground and the grim crop must still be 
heavier on the soil farther up the val- 
ley, where the fighting was more des- 
perate. 

Volley Stops Dash for Rifles. 

“As near as possible the bodies are 
buried at night, each side attending tv 
its own fallen. 

“Sanguinary incidents are plentiful in 
the week of fighting to the south of the 
Marne. In an engagement not far from 
here our men captured 30 Germans who 
had given up their arms and were 
standing under guard, when, encourage: 
by a sudden forward effort of the Ger- 
man front, they made a dash for their 
rifles. They were cut down by a vol- 
ley from the British guards before they 
could reach their weapons. 

“At Lagny one of the sights of the 
town is a shattered bridge, which was 
blown up by Gén. French a week ago, 
as soon as he got his army across it. 
At that time British infantry and ar- 
tilery had poured through the town and 
over the bridge for several days. Ex- 
actly why the bridge was blown up is 
not clear as the British army was full 
ci confidence and advancing against ar 
enemy that had been brought to a halt. 
Possibly Gen. French’s idea was to keen 
raiding detachments of German caval- 
ry from incursions into the villas and 
gardens of the western suburbs. 

Grateful for Deliverance. 

“At Lagny one is told that 15 minutes 
piter the bridge was reduced to a twist- 
ed mass of steel and broken masonry, 
a belated order came to save it; but. the 
British engineers who had received the 
order to destroy it had done their. work 
well. The inhabitants were cleared out 
of all the neighboring houses which were 
Shaken by the terrific explosion whea 
the charge was set off. Every window 
in the nearby houses was shattered and 
much damage done to ceilings and pic- 
tures, 

“The people of Lagny, who now have 
to use the makeshift ferry to cross the 
river, take the destruction of their beau- 
tiful bridge in good part. They are too 
erateful for their deliverance from the 
Germans to grumble about the wrecked 
bridge. 

“Close to Meaux the Germans seem to 
have stayed their retreat last night and 
even to have made a slight advance. It 
was apparently merely a rear-guard cov- 
ering movement.

Wounded British Soldier Gives Description of 
Retreat From Mons; Duel in Air Seen; 
Lines 300 Yards Apart. 


By Associated Press, 
LONDON, Sept. 
who was wournled in the fight during 
the retreat from Mons, tells the fol- 

lowing story of the battle there: 

‘Tt was Sunday and the British regi- 
ments at Mons were merrymaking and 
enjoying themselves in leisure along the 
streets. Belgian ladies, returning from 
church handed the soldicrs their prayer- 
‘cooks as souvenirs while the Belgian 
ven gave the men cigarettes and to- 
naeco which was. even more appre- 
ciated. 

“About noon when the men were 
ginning to think about dinner a Ger- 
isan aeroplane appeared overhead and 
throwing out a cloud of black 
which is one of their favorite 
‘crethods of assisting distant batteries 
to get the range.

‘Here out outposts were engaging the 


enemy fiercely. The outposts lost very 
neavily, most of the damage being done 
by shells. The rifle fire was ineffec- 
tive, although at times the lines of con- 
tenders were not more than 30 yards 
apart. 

“The first reinforcements to arrive 
were posted in a glass factory, thé walls 
of which were loopholed and we dog- 
rediy held that position until nightfall 
when we fixed bayonets and lay in wait 
in case the enemy made an attempt to 
rush the position in the darkness. 

“About midnight orders came to re- 
tire over the canal and two companies 
were left behind to keep the enemy in 
check temporarily. After the main body 
had crossed the bridge was blown up, 
leaving the twbd outpost companies te. 
get across as best they could by boats 
or ewimming. Most of them managed 
to reach the main body again. 

“The main body retired from the town 
and fell back through open country, be- 
ing kept moving all night. When day- 
light arrived it was apparent from high- 
er ground that Mons had been practical- 
ly blown away by the German artillery. 

Soldiers Eat Turnips. 

“Throughout the morning we continued 
to fight a rear guard action, but the 
steady march in retreat did not stop 
until 6 o’clock in the evening, when the 
British found themeelves well ont of 
range of the German artillery in a quiet 
valley. Here all the troops Were ordere4 
to rest and eat. As they had been with. 
out food since the previous mothing

the soldiers going into the turnip flelds 
and eating turnips as though they were 
apples. 

At 8 o’eclock all lights were extin- 
guished, the soldiers were ordered to 
make no noise and the pickets pushed a 
long distance backward. Long before 
dawn the troops were hastily started 
again and continued the retirement. 

“By noon the enemy was again heard 
from and a large detachment was as- 
signed to the task of fighting to protect 
our rear. 

“During the afternoon both the Ger- 
man and British armies watched a duel 
in the air between French and German 
aeroplanes. The Frenchman was won- 
derfully clever and succeeded in out- 
maneuvering for the upper position. 
which he gained after 15 minutes of 
reckless effort, The Frenchman began 
blazing away at the German with a re- 
volver. Finally he hit him and the 
wounded German attempted to glide 
down into his own lines. The glide, how- 
ever, ended in the British lines near my 
detachment, the West Kent Infantry, We 
found the aviat6r dead when we reached 
the machine. We buried him and burned 
the aeroplane. 


German Marksmanship Good, 
“At dusk a halt was made for food 


and as the Germans had fallen behind 
the English, spent a quiet night. At 
dawn, however, we found the Germans 
close at. our heels, and several regi- 
ments were ordered to prepare intrench- 
ments. This is tedious and tiresome 
work, especially in the heat and withour 
proper food, but we quickly put up the 
fortifications, which were sufficient to 
protect us somewhat from the artillery 
fire. 

“It was not.Jong before the German 
gunners found the range and began 
tearing up those rough fortifications, 
concentrating their fire on the British 
batteries, one of which was completely 
demolished. Another found itself with 
only six men. Both these disasters 
bore testimony to the excellent mark- 
manship of the German gunners. 

“As it became evident that we must 
leave these guns behind and continue 
the retreat an officer was seen goins 
around putting the guns out of action. 
His action required cool bravery be- 
cause the Germans’ having found the 
range continued firing directly at ee 
batteries, 

“Things rapidly got hotter and the 
commanding officer ordered a double- 
quick retreat. We were not long in 
doing the retiring movement to save 
our own skins.

The next morning scores of 
lanterns were picked up in the wood 
with their glasses shattered. A cav- 
alrv charge finally cleared the tragic ;

Twenty German prisoners taken dur- 
ing the melee were herded together in 
n clearing, their rifles being stacked 
nearby. In a rash moment they thought 
that they were loosely guarded and | 
made a combined rush for the rifles. 

“They will never make another,” says 
the paper’s correspondent. 

Troops Carry Branches, 

The correspondent aiso describes a 
walking wood at Crecy. The French 
and British cut down trees and armed 
themselves with the branches.

ERED, with the approval of the Director of Pub- 
lic Welfare, to make such rules and regulations, 
not inconsistent with this Charter or any law 
or ordinance, as will tend to promote or preserve 
the health of the city; to enter into, or to au- 
thorize and require any employe or POLICE 
OFFICER to enter into, and examine any build- 
ing, lot or place within the city, and to as- 
certain the conditfon thereof so far.as the pub- 
lic health may. ‘be affected by it; and to declares 


dinance provided.” 

Where, in the judgment of the Health Commis- 
sioner, an undoubted nuisance exists, the Char- 
ter says, he may so declare, and “IMMEDIATELY 
ABATE SUCH NUISANCE WITHOUT NOTICE.” 

In case of danger from infectious or contagious 
diseases, the Health Commissioner, under the 
new Charter, has authority to use the 
powers to the limit, for the safeguarding o 
public health. 

While the Post-Dispatch has always condemn-

ed and will condemn any unnecessary infringe- 
ment upon personal liberty, it is well for the 
public and the city authorities to recognize that 
a fearless exercise of the police powers of the 
community is frequently necessary for the preser- 
vation of liberty and life itself. As we have said 


before: 

‘There is no power in their hands of 
which city officials are so commonly ig- 
norant, and no power so important and 
necessary to be understood as this police 
power. It has been truthfully called the 
law of over-ruling necessity. There gre 
instances in which a public necessity 
arises to take, use or destroy the prop- 
erty of individuals, to prevent the spread- 
ing of a fire, the ravages of a pestilence, 
the advance of a hostile army, or any 
great public calamity. This public ne- 
cessity is ‘the necessity which knows no 
law.’ ’’ 

The new Charter makes it plain, with regard 
to the Health Commissioner and his aids, that 
the sguthority and the power are theirs; the 
weapon of public defense is in their hands. It 
should be used, with full appreciation of respon- 


sibility to the public, but without timidity.

J. R. Tillman of Jonesboro, Ark., @ 
passenger conductor discharged last 
year for alleged intemperance, be re- 
instated. 

If @ two-thirds vote in favor of Till- 
man has been cast by any or all broth- 
erhoods, they will demand that Till- 
rman be reinstated, and given back pay 
covering the period since his dis- 
charge. If this is refused by 
the railway officials, then a strike 
will. be declared. However. any broth- 
«rhood which does not register a two- 
thirds vote in favor of Tillman will not 
participate in a strike. 

The brotherhood officials in St. Louis 
are W. C. Turner, vice-president of the 
Order of Railway Conductors; E. Cor- 
rigan, assistant grand chief of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers; 
i. A. Bal, vice-president of the Broth- 
erhood of Firemen and Engineers, and 
John Bannon, vice-president of the 


Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers. 


Corrigan said the result of the ballot 


‘probably would be withheld until after 


a conference with the Cotton Belt of- 
ficials. It is understood a majority of 
votes have been cast in favor of Till- 
ran, and that his reinstatement will 
re demanded. Cotton Belt officials say 
they will not reinstate Tillman, con- 
tending he violated one of their strict- 
est rules, the non-observance of which 
endangers life and property. Brother- 
hood officials allege the charge against 
Tillman was not fully substantiated, 
and that he tad an unblemished rail- 
icad record of 17 years.

from interest and commissions was $1,- 
984,121.99. In addition to this there was 
a surplus from the previous period of 
$26,522.28, making the toé-! “\moynt—ex- 
clusive of appreciation of stocks—ap- 
plicable to the payment of expenses 
and dividends, $2,010,644.23. The ex- 
penses of the business were $818,824.94, 
leaving $1,191,819.29 applicable to the 
payment of dividends, creation of addi- 
tional surplus and for undivided profits, 

The dividends paid during this period 
amounted to $1,404,925, or $213,1%.71 more 
than the amount applicable to the pur- 
pose unlese the stocks owned were ap- 
preciated. In addition to these dividends 
$58,713.87 was credited to undivided prof- 
its from the earnings. 

Borrowed on Rallroad Securities. 

In the total of interest and commis- 
sions of $1,291,76569, there is includea 
transfers of $329,500 from the bond ac- 
count of the San Antonio, Uvalde & 
Gulf Railroad, which the trust com- 
pany, and John E. Franklin, its presi- 
dent, promoted in Texas. The road 
was then in process of building and 
only a portion of it was in operation. 

The theary of this transfer to 
earnings was that the interest of the 
trust company in the railroad was 
far greater than its investment in 
the railroad, and that there had been 
an actual earning. 

The cash to pay this amount out in 
dividends was obtained by borrowing 
money on the railread securities and 
other securities held by the trust 
compauy. 

During all of this period the trust 
company was borrowing large sums 
of money, and by the end of the 
period, when the May, 1914, dividend 
was passed, it had hypothecated $5,- 
020,219.72 of its assets. The total 
wsets of the company were appraised 
by the committee of bankers at only 
$.5,085,828.05. Thus, when the divi- 
dend was passed, the trust company 
had no further assets on which it 
could borrow money, and no further 
dividends could be paid. 

Stock Dropped From $190 to $17.50. 

The collapse of the institution fol- 
lowed quickly. The price of the stock 
on the Stock Exchange dropped a few 
dollars a share when the fact that the 
directors had votedgto pass the dividend 
became publicly known. This was fol- 
lowed by a rapid decline, the stock go- 
ing from $190 a share to $8 within 10 
days. It declined steadily until in less 
than four months it was quoted at less 
than $20, some shares selline as tow 
as $17.50. 

In this period Franklin, the president, 
turned over to a committee of creditors 
all of his personal assets to satisfy 
Claims against him, and a month ago 
a receivership suit was filed against the 
trust company. 

The audit discloses how, from year 
to year, the Bankers Trust Co. paid 
dividends in excess of its earnings, 
showing the _ actual earnings, the 
amount the ‘stocks were appreciated, 
and the amount of dividends paid. 

The first dividend paid by the Bank- 
ers Trust Co. was 15 per cent and was 
ordered by the directors at a meeting

per cent of the earnings were ordered 
carried to surplus, 

For this period, between Dec. 3, 
1906. and Feb. 11. 1907, the total earn- 
ings, exclusive of appreciation of 
stocks owned, was $51,708.19. There 
yere undivided profits from the pre- 
vious period of $26,522,28. The ex- 
penses were $14,984.29. The net earn- 
ings, exclusive of appreciation, were 
$36,723.90, which, plus the undivided 
nrofits, gave $63,246.18. Whe 15 per 
cent dividend amounted to $74,925, or
